Concerns among those in at¬ 
tendance were expressed con¬ 
cerning the student to teacher 
ratio that had been stated as 
being about 1:50. 

Chalmers clarified, one ac¬ 
credited teacher would be in 
the environment however, jour¬ 
neymen and teacher's aids 
would also be teaching their 
specified skills. He added that 
the 7th Plan is not a self-di¬ 
rected learning program but, 
rather a program that attempts 
to use technology to suit each 
students learning style. It 
would also be more of an ap¬ 
plied learning environment. 

At this point all schools are 
required to have some imple¬ 
mentation of the 7th Plan envi¬ 
ronment included in their 
three year plan. 

Other programming con¬ 
cerns included the use of OZ 
New Media and similar compu¬ 
ter based curriculums. 

Parents asked for assurances 
that the programs being used 
are being evaluated thoroughly 
by teachers and students be¬ 
fore being fully implemented. 
The board assured parents they 


were doing exactly that.

big that things are happening 
in one end that nobody knows 
about in the other end.

Olds mourns 
Neil Leatherdale

The Alberta newspaper indus¬ 
try and the local community alike 
were shocked by the death of 
Olds Gazette patriarch, Neil Keith 
Leatherdale, 79 of Olds. He died 
as a results of pnemonia compli¬ 
cations. 

Hundreds of area residents 
came out to show their final 
respects to Leatherdale who had 
spent more than fifty years be¬ 
coming a strong part of the Olds 
community. 

The long time newspaper 
writer, had just recently been 
awarded with the Golden Quill 
Award from the Alberta Weekly 
Newspapers Association for hav¬ 
ing been in the business for 50 
years. 

Leatherdale was not only an 
active and respected man of the 
newspaper industry, his commu¬ 
nity respected him also, present¬ 
ing him with the "Citizen of the 
Year" awards in 1967, 1972 and 
1974. 

He had at times served on the 
Olds Town Council, the County 
of Mountain View School Board, 
the Olds General Hospital Board, 
and the Olds College Board of 
Governors. He also sat on the 
Board of Governors at Red Deer 
College and the Senate of the 
University of Calgary. 

Leatherdale also dedicated a 
great deal of volunteer time 
through organizations like the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Olds 
Agricultural Society and the Olds 
Disaster Fund. 

Leatherdale played a big role 
in the building of the new Olds 
and District Sports Complex, and 
was the founding member of the 
group who brought Junior A' 
hockey (The Olds Grizzlys) to 
the community. 

Leatherdale was a member of 
the Elks, The Legion and the 


Masonic Lodge of which was the 
Past Worshipful Master of Moun¬ 
tain View Masonic Lodge #16 
AF & AM. 

He also received the Governor 
Generals Medal honoring the 
125th anniversary of Canada. 

Leatherdale was born in Feb¬ 
ruary 28, 1918 in Winnipeg, 
Manitoba. He and his three sib¬ 
lings grew up in Fort Frances, 
Ontario. He worked for Cana¬ 
dian National Railways before 
enlisting in the Royal Canadian 
Airforce during World War II. 
During his time as flight instruc¬ 
tor with the Airforce he was 
stationed in Bowden where he 
met Norma Miller who eventu¬ 
ally became his bride in 1942. 

Leatherdale married Norma 
and moved to Olds where he and 
his partner Ron Newsom bought 
the Olds Gazette from Normas 
father. In 1995 he purchased 
Newsom's shares and he and his 
wife ran the paper until their 
children Mary Jane Harper, Leslie 
Leatherdale, Brian Leatherdale, 
and Marlynn Leatherdale, all of 
Olds, purchased the paper in 1990. 

He continued to write Point of 
View" on the editorial page of the 
Gazette until his death last week. 

Leatherdale is survived by his 
wife Norma, his four children, 
numerous grandchildren and 
great grandchildren. Also left 
behind were his sister, Betty 
Beaushene and two sisters-in¬ 
law and a brother-in-law. 

Memorial services for 
Leatherdale were held last Fri¬ 
day at the Olds Legion Hall. 

Those in the newspaper in¬ 
dustry across the province, in¬ 
cluding the Didsbury Review, will 
remember this respected and re¬ 
vered man for his commitment to 
the community and the business. 
Our condolences are extended to 
the family.

Platz says he agrees with the town administration that 
moving town office to make room for the RCMP in that 
building is probably the best scenario because of both the 
suitability of the building and the cost factors. 

Parliament estimates the cost of moving the town office to 
the provincial building to be $50,000 and the cost of renovat¬ 
ing the current town office for the use of the RCMP to be 
around $200,000. A brand new detachment could garner a cost 
of $1.5 million and the cost of renovation and expansion of the 
current facility would be about $765,000. 

The town administration made an official recommendation 
to approve the plan to move the RCMP into town office, 
however a decision won't be made until further public input is 
received. If the recommendation is approved, Parliament says 
the renovations could start early in the new year. 

In the meantime, says Parliament, "People are being given 
the opportunity to look at the proposal, pick it apart and give 
us their opinion."

The dance will run on the 
evening of the tenth with music provided and extra tickets sold to non-curlers. 

"We always have a lot of farmers who come in for the fun of it, others for the 
good competition and everyone for the good camaraderie," says Hannah. 

All the teams start off the bonspiel in the first pool, then as they win or lose 
they are separated into tiers. Winners play more games than the guaranteed 
four. 

"The prizes are pretty nice too," says Hannah. "They usually include gift 
certificates, batteries and all sorts of other ones donated to the spiel."

More moisture is conserved 
in a chemical summer fallow 
system than a tillage summer 
fallow system. There is more 
moisture conserved for three 
reasons: 

1) moisture is lost each time 
the soil is tilled, up to 1/2 inch 
per tillage pass. 

2) moisture infiltration is 
higher in a chem fallow field 
than in a tillage fallow field. 

3) moisture evaporation is 
lower in a chem fallow field than 
in a tillage fallow field. 

The moisture management 
benefits of chem fallow or re¬ 
duced tillage fallow crosses all 
boundaries; soils, climatic, mu¬ 
nicipal and provincial. Tillage 
exposes the soil and dries it out, 
no matter where you live. No 
tillage or reduced tillage results 
in more residue on the soil sur¬ 
face, right across the prairies. It 
is this extra residue on the sur¬ 
face that makes the big differ¬ 
ence in the amount of moisture 
conserved. 

Contrary to what many think, 
more moisture will go into 
untilled soil during heavy rain¬ 
fall than into a tilled soil. You 
almost have to see it to believe 
it, but research and demonstra¬ 
tions right across Alberta shows 
the same results. The results 
are less run off and more mois¬ 
ture conserved in untilled soils 
than tilled soils. This is true for 
every soil zone (brown and 
black), every soil texture (fine 
clay and coarse sand) and every 
climate zone (high and low rain¬ 
fall).
